RAID AT ZEEBRUGGE 
COMPLETE SUCCESS 


London, April 25.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)\—The Associated 
Press learns from a high naval 
source that the operations at Zee- 
brugge were a complete succeas, 


with the result that the Flanders 
flotilla now will be obliged to re- 
sort to the Ostend route in putting 
to sea, from which the British 
forces can more easily handle the 
German ships. 

In addition to the damage done 
the Mole and the German guns, 
material and shipping, the channel 
has been blecked by the Cement 
ships ahd a German dredger was 
destroyed. The loss of the 
dredger, together with the block- 
ing up of the channel must result 
in the ‘spéedy silting up of the 
waterway and it will take at least 
several weeks to clear the pas- 
sage. : . 

But for a change in the wind 
which cleared away the smoke 
bank and revealed the presence of 
the British ships the operations at 
Ostend probably would have been 
‘as successful as those at Zeebrugge.

BERLIN ASSERTS 


Berlin, April 25.—(Via London.)— 
The official statement issued by the 
war office today reads: 

“On the Lys battlefield a strong 
French counter attack against’ the 
height of Viuegelhoek failed with 
heavy losses. There were local en- 
gagements to the northwest of ~ 
thune, , near Festubert and on both 
sides of the Scarpe.

London, Aprif 25.—Three attacks 
made by the Germans on British posi- 
tions east of Amiens have been re- 
pulsed, it is announced officially.

Several possible causes for the ac- 
cident were advanced, but owing to 
the uncertainty surrounding it no 
definite statement was given out and 
will not be until federal officials of 
the company can complete investiga- | 
tion, which was begun-immediately. | 

One 6f the causes advanced was that 
the ship, which wag being warped into 
the pier by lines from the shore and 
assisted by tugs pushing, listed so far 
that water entered open coal ports, this 
resulting in an overcoming of the 
center of gravity. Another explana- 
tion offered was that the ship’s sea- | 
cocks might have been open, either by 
accident or design. : 

Steps to salvage the vessel were 
promptly begun and a number of large 
wreckage barges, tugs and floating 
derricks are tonight engaged in the 
work. 

Holes Out in Side. 

As the vessel went over on her side 
her masts and funnels struck the ad- 
joining pier, a steel structure, and 
were broken off. Flying pieces of

RYAN AT THE HBLM. 


The reorganization of the nation’s air- 

craft production forces, and the placing of 
John D. Ryan in supreme command at the 
head of them, affords additional proof. of 
the administration’s determination to “speed 
up” its war activities al! along the line and 
to get results, regardless of precedent or 
seniority of personnel. 
Following in the wake of the appoint- 
ment of Charles M. Schwab as general man- 
ager of the Emergency Fleet corporation, 
announcement of the drafting of Mr. Ryan 
to promote the airship program comes as a 
doubly reassuring bit of news. 

Mr. Ryan, like Mr. Schwab, is known to 
‘the world as a “captain of industry,” as a 
doer of big things; and he is a man in 
obstacles and 
“encompass major undertakings the people 
have supreme confidence. 

The reason for the reorganization of the 
aircraft program, and for calling a civilian 
'master-builder and master-financier to as- 
- sume charge of and responsibility for it, is 
epitomized in this brief statement by 
Howard Coffin, chairman of the aircraft 
board: 

“The appointment of a single indi- 
vidual with definite and adequate 
power to deal with all aspects of army 
aircraft preduction, is a logical and 
necessary step. 

“It is necessary to get away from 
any question of a division of respon- 
‘sibility, either in fact or in the public 
mind. The aircraft board remains, as 
since its creatfon in October, an ad- 
visory body: but under this new ar- 
rangement, the chairman of the board 
becomes , also the supreme executive 
agency. For proper results both the 
power of execution and the responsi- 
‘bility must be concentrated in the 
game hands. The method of Mr. 


Ryan's appointment would seem to ac- 
complish this result.” 


With the possible excepiion of the Emer- 
gency Fleet corporation. the federal air- 
craft board is entrusted with the most 
‘yitally important work in which any of the 
various branches of the government is to- 
day engaged, for upon its success in pro- 
ducing airplanes rapidly and of highest 
quality depends very largely the success of 
our armies in the field. 

Admittedly, the failure-of the board to 
measure up to expectations and require- 
ments in the past has been attributable 
largely to improper organization and ineffi- 
cient direction—faults of the head, in other 
words, and not of the heart. The adminis- 
tration is to be commended, therefore, in 
that it has apparently located the fault and 
for its promptness in correcting it. 

This seems to have been done now to the 
entire country’s satisfaction; and all that is 
henceforth expected of John D. Ryan is to 
build airships—a task for which he is con- 
ceded to be eminently fitted.

American people.) 
While official Germany takes long views 


| ahead, the Germah masses have only the 


vaguest notions’ as~ to Germany's future in 
the war and Germany's future beyond the 
war. One might readily be deceived into 
assuming that between the official mind of 
Germany and the popular mind of Germany 
lay a great guif put there by nature. 
Whereas the truth is, autocracy has created 


the gulf, and maintained it, and unfitted the | 


German masses to think politically. Polit- 
ical thinking is done for them. Political ac- 
tion is taken for them. The war is not their 
war, it is the autocracy’s war, and the future 
is-not theirs to shape, but the autocracy’s. 

However, they tell themselves that the 
burden will “be theirs, no matter’ whether 
the autocracy wins or loses. A victorious 
German government will mean a government 
more tyrannical than ever,,they fear, and 
they have ceased to imagine that their ene- 
mies can be made to pay for the war. They 
see an era of poverty and high texes ahead, 
and shudder. But will Germany win? Many 
Germans begin to doubt it. 

People Not Optimistic. 


Nor do even the optimists among the 
people set much store by the results gained 
thus far. Among the aristocrats and militar- 
ists there is abundant talk of Mittel Europa 
—the solid empire that now réaches from the 
North sea to Persia, with its capital at Berlin. 
But the average German never speaks of 
Austria-Hungary as a German province. He 
never speaks of Bulgaria that way or of 
Turkey that way. He looks upon Germany's 
so-called vassal states as mere allies, and of 
the Turkish alliance he appears secretly 
ashamed. At best, he makes excuses for it, 
saying, ‘‘We never knew what fine fellows 
the Turks were until this war opened our 
eyes to their real excellence.” And he is in- 
sincere even then. 

For all he can see, Germany may yet lose 
the war. In that case, according to an out- 
spoken individual here and there, the Ger- 
man masses will stand some chance of win- 
ning their freedom. You hear Germans say, 
“I'd hate to be the kaiser.’ Sometimes you 
hear the remark, “The day is coming when 
all Europe will be republican.” But nobody 
among the German masses attempts to fix 
the day or to foretell how the German re- 
public. will come. Time out of mind these 
people have had things done for them. They 
have had their thinking done for them. Every 
influence of German life tends to discourage 
initiative and suppress the thing called 
“vision.” Living in the present, Germans 
find it hard to deal at all definitely with the 
remote future, though the near future con- 
cerns them mightily. They want peace. 


Hear Rumors of Peace. 


True, the announcement of a dazzling vic- 
tory gives them courage. For the moment 
they feel like sticking it out. Soon, however, 
they relapse into disheartenment, their pre- 
vailing mood. Far more cheering is the an- 
nouncement that peace is at hand. Peace 
talk got up by the German imperial govern- 
ment in the hope of demoralizing the enemy 
is taken seriously by multitudes of Germans. 
For @ time it relieves their depression. 

Strange to say, the ever-recurrent peace 
rumors have the same effect. Over and over 
again peace has béen “near, only a matter 
of days:” and every few weeks a prediction 
of peace “on the word of a high official” 
or of “a great banker who Knows” spreads 
throughout the capital. Germans believe it 
each time, and its failure to eventuate never 
dims their faith in the next peace rumor. I 
assumed thet these predictions of early peace 
were set going by the German imperial -gov- 
ernment. 

But peace on what terms? Annexations? 
Indemnities? No one pretends to sav. It is 
the business of the German imperial govern- 
ment to settle that. The people have no voice. 
Or is it to be a peace based on terms dic- 
tated by the enemy? If so. what specifically 
would the victorious allies do to a pros- 
trate Germany? Split up the empire in smal] 
states and thus break German world power 
beyond the chance of its recovery? Rarely 
did I hear a German definitely express that 
fear. While believing that some horrible 
doom would overtake the empire, the average 
German was unable to figure to himself the 
precise rature of it. 


Believe Germany Cara Last Long. 


When T quitted German soil in January, 
1918, it was pretty generally believed in 
Germany that, if necessary, the German niil- 
itary forces could hold out for a long time. 
In the army storehouses, so I heard, there 
was food enough to last seven years. Then, 
too, food would soon be arriving from Rus- 
sia. But Germans of my acquaintance re- 
called that the huge quantities of flour cap- 
tured in Rumania never found its way into 
the stomachs of the German masses. 

Peace, not the looting of Russia, fs what 
Germans count on as a relief from semi- 
starvation, and at thst stage peace was 
“only a few months away.” The great Ger- 
man drive in the west would bring it, a good 
many Germans assured me, and advised my 
keeping cool and waiting and not being in 
such @ great hurry to get home. 

It is a strange spectacle, this of a huge 
nation fighting desperately at the command 
of a government it hates, and for objects 
it cannot properly understand, and hoping 
against hope for peace, and convinced that, 
victorious or vanquished, it will suffer. What 
it will suffer as a nation it little compre- 
hends, but what every German will suffer 
personally is in at least one particular only 
too clear. How often I heard Germans say, 
“After the war we shall be shut up in our 
own country. No more trips abroad.~ No more 
frolics in Paris. Even in neutral countries 
we are bitterly detested. This will continue. 
We shall never outlive it.” 7 


Coming te America After War. 


To be sure, Germans will be able to trot 
about all they like in the central empires, 
but no German especially wants to, and im- 
agine how Germans would be received in 
London, Rome or Paris! They begin to im- 
agine pretty vividly themselves, though now 
and then a German plans to offset the stig- 
ma of his nationality by becoming an Amer- 
ican citizen. How innocently an artless Ger- 
man said to mé, “My dream is to go to Amer- 
ica after the war and get naturalized. Then 
T can have an apartment in Paris.” As if that 
would qualify the French to tolerate him! 

Curiously, the Germans still imagine that 
Americans will again delight to visit Ger- 
many after the war. 

Hotelkeepers, shopkeepers and boarding 
house keepers often say, “It’s hard sledding 
at present, but we shall make up for it when 
the Americans get back.” 

Will they, though? And will Americans 


again be in hagte to matriculate at German 


universities? The mere mention of a German 
university makes Germans mourn. They are 
not considering the institution's future when 
they mourn; they are considering the future 
of innumerable German boys who, instead of 
completing their education, are fighting. It 
will take years for Germany to regain any- 
thing at all like the intellectual standards 
prevalent before the war. Germans know it. 

These human, personal, intimate aspects 
of Germany’s future impress them tremen- 
dously. Germany will not only be poor and 
perhaps oppressed as never before; Germany 
will be pent up at home, and to a shocking 
extent deprived of kultur—kultur, that is, in 
its best sense. But there is another thing 
bound. to happen—a thing Germans seem 
prone to overlook. I mean the limitation of 
families. No one in Germany speaks of that. 
Yet it is destined to rank among the most 
notable result of this war. Perhaps silence 
on that point sometimes masks a very 
gloomy apprehension. 


Women Feel Independence. 


Never again will population increase in 
Germany as it increased between 1871 and 
1914. While war has terribly oppressed Ger- 
man women, it has given them for the first 
time in their lives a thrill of independence. 
They are doing men’s work. From one point 
of view, it is awful. From another point of 
view, it is magnificent. After that experi- 
ence’ they will be most unlikely to become 


‘again their husbands’ slaves and rear count- 


less children. 

In their vague, helpless efforts to look 
ahead the German masses may well consider 
that. So may the rest of us. The rise of 
German might has been largely due to a 
tremendous growth in numbers. Victorious 
or vanquished, German might will not go on 
gaining at the old rate after the war. Once 
downed by the triumph of democracy over 
armed despotism, it will stay down.

HEALTH TALKS 


CARBON MONOXIDE GAS POISONING. 


Carbon monoxide gas (not carbonic acid 
gas) is colorless, tasteless, odorless, burns 
with a blue flame, and it is a deadly poison. 
It may be given off from any fuel, whether 
charcoal, wood, coal, oil. gas or gasoline, 
which burns without a free air supply. 
Therefore any heater is unsafe in a room 
unless adequate provision is made for carry- 
ing off the products of combustion through a 
flue or pipe or chimney. (The sole exception 
is electric heating). 

A gas stove or oil stove in a room, with- 
out connection with a flue, is injurious to 
the health of occupants in another way as 
well. Even if no carbon monoxide gas is 
given off, carbon dioxide gas is necessarily 
given off by the flame, and though carbon 
dioxide is comparatively harmless in lim- 
ited quantity in the alr of a room, persons 
occupying rooms so heated are quite com- 
monly observed to suffer from headaches, 
loss of appetite, sometimes nausea or faint- 
ness, anemia, sallow complexion and lack of 
normal vitality—in short, all the familiar 
symptoms of oxygen starvation. The car- 
bon dioxide (carbonic acid gas) accumu- 
lates in the air of the room in sufficient 
quantity to crowd out oxygen, and the occu- 
pant suffers the natural consequences. It 
is safer to go chilly, if necessary, than to 
ruin health by chronic carbon dioxide pois- 
oning. . 

Carbon monoxide poisoning is not chron- 
ic.“but sudden and acute and alarming or 
fatal in effect. Run a gasoline engine in a 
tichtly closed garage and the exhaust (con- 
taining as much as 10 per cent of this deadly 
poison) may bring disaster to persons in the 
garage, and without warning. Fortunately 
some warning is given in most instances: the 
victim feels a sense of pressure on the tem- 
ples, blurring of the eyes, and weakness or 
“caving in” of the knees. If not quickly re- 
moved from the place to open air he will 
collapse or die. Sudden deaths in closed 
garages in cold weather have too often been 
ascribed to “heart failure,” by the “body 
viewing” brand of coroner, when in fact 
carbon monoxide poisoning destroyed life. 

Carbon voisoning is likely to 
oceur in workmen mills, blast fur- 
naces, engine rooms, smelters, foundries, bot- 
tle factories. laundries, tailor shops, water 
gas planis, brick kilns, bakeries, stokeholds, 
linotype rooms, mines (from fumes of ex- 
plosions) and garages. 

Liurring of the vision, sudden headache 
or sense of pressure against temples, and a 
peculiar feeling of ‘caving in” ‘of the knees 
should warn the victim to rush for open 
air. Some victims declare ‘that a strange 
taste is noticed before collapse comes.

AMSWER—Put about two seconds of 
X-ray on it and learn whether the bone was 
fractured more than it is in the usual sprain. 
Most sprains of the ankle do chip off minute 
fragments of bone, and hence an X-ray pic- 
ture or two, or a fluroscopic look at the 
injury is often advisable. A sprain is gen- 
erally as serious as a fracture and some- 
times does more damage than a fracture.

ANSWER—These foods are particularly 
important in the daily ration: Fresh whole 
milk, fresh butter, greens of any kind, whole 
cracked corn, whole wheat flour, fresh eggs, 
fresh fruits and vegetables, fresh beef, mut- 
ton or game.

Seen and Heard 
in Washington _

Washington, April 25.—(Special.)—The 
action of the Georgia delegation in the 
house, with the exception of one member, 
in voting against fixing a higher price for 
wheat than that guaranteed by the presi- 
dent's proclamation—that is $2.50 a bushel 
as against a federal guarantee of $2.20 for 
the 1918 production, without restrictions— 
was in direct line with the wishes of the 
administration; and no abler champion of 
the negative appeared on the floor than the 
chairman-of the house agricultural commit- 
tee, Mr. Lever, of South Carolina. He de- 
livered one of the most powerful arguments 
against the proposal that has been heard in 
congress this session. I shall refer to his 
address specifically later on. 

The father of the proposition was Sena- 
tor Gore, the chairman of the agricultural 
committee on his side of the capital. The 
blind senator is an able man. Nobody ques- 
tions that, but that the inspiration of this 
measure was polities is generally conceded. 
Senator Gore, in the early days of the war 
legislation, strayed away in a degree from 
a sctrict adherence to the administration pol- 
icy. The people of Oklahoma are as loyal as 
they are in Georgia, or anywhere else. They 
began to condemn the senator's course, and 
the senator began to craw] back in line. Not 
only that, but he saw the opportunity, it is 
believed, of capitalizing himself by taking 
issue with the president in the one thing that 
s{rikes closer to the pocketbooks of the Okla~ 
homa farmers than anything else, thus hop- 
ing, perhaps, appease in a measure, some 
of his prior record with regard to war legis- 
lation. Therefore, he began ot engineer the 
proposition to increase the wheat guarantes 
30 cents a bushel—a matter of considerable 
increase in the net profits proposed to be 
piled up for Oklahoma wheat producers, but 
on the other hand, a proposed tax upon the 
great army of wheat consumers of around a 
half-billion dollars a year. 

Of course, the argument was hinged on 
the necessity for increased production, but 
as every acre of fall wheat has already been 
sown for the 1918 crop, that argument was 
declared fallacious. As to the production of 
spring wheat agricultural experts figure that 
an increase of more than 2 per cent is abse- 
lutely impossible, and that would of neces- 
sity be in a section of the country where 
the acreage yield is lowest.

Cotton Price-Fixing 
Not Involved. 

It is understood that a great many south- 
ern producers, at first glance, favored the 
proposed increase in the guarantee in the 
hope of perfecting some trade with the west- 
ern members in congress that might prevent 
any price-fixing on cotton. 

In the first place that 
been possible. 

In the second place there 
show for a cotton-fixing bill 
the committee rooms unless 
expressly desires it, and then it must auto- 
matically be coupled with the fixing of 
prices on all cotton mill products, therefore 
the final price agreed upon would be, alto- 
gether satisfactory to the producers. 

However, as a flat-footed proposition con- 
gress is not going to fix any price on cotton. 
Cotton is not a food product, and while it 
commands a position as essential, possibly 
as a food product, it stands in a different 
situation. It is regarded generally as well 
enough to let it share its fate in the trade 
balances of supply and demand. 

On the question of playing politics in a 
matter of so great concern, Chairman Lever, 
in his address, reached a dramatic climax 
when he declared that the congress of the 
United States should not be made the wheat 
pit of Chicago, and this great war necessity, 
absolutely essential to the life and efficiency 
and indeed maintenance of our great army 
of soldiers at home and abroad, and the sol- 
diers of all our allies, should not be made the 
football of ambitious gentlemen in and out 
of congress. 

Concluding, Chairman Lever declared: 

“Now, let me say this to you: If we 
going to fix a price or permit anyone else to 
fix a price, that price must be stable. If 
we are going to have fluctuations from time 
to time: if we are going to have wheat at 
$2.50 today and $2.60 tomorrow and $2.75 next 
month you will make it absolutely impossi- 
ble for the 90,000,000 consumers of this coun- 
try to know where they are from day to 
day. You will upset wage scales and dis- 
joint the machinery of industry. You will 
do more than that: you will cause the gov- 
ernment of the United States to break its 
pledged word to the allies. 

“I say to you that the president has giv- 
en his word, the word of the people of this 
country, to the allies that ‘If you will help 
me maintain this price, if you take over any 
surplus thet may be on my hands at the end 
of a crop year, I will see to it that the 
people of this country will keep their faith 
with vou.’ That is what the president has 
said. Our ally at the north, gallant little 
Canada, has already fixed the price on wheat 
—last week or week before—at $2.21, the 
exact ratio of $2.20 at Chicago for Amerit- 
can wheat. She is following our lead. She 
regards that as a reasonable guaranty to the 
producers of wheat in Canada. Shall con- 
gress upset this obligation?”

German-Russian 
Tariff Disputes. 


The strained tariff relations that exist- 
ed between Russia and Germany much of 
the time between 1890 and the outbreak of 
the war are described in a report, just made 
public by the bureay.of foreign and domes- 
tic commerce, department of commerce. 

The predominance of agriculture in Rus- 
sia and the advanced state of the manufac- 
turing industries and banking and carrying 
facilities of Germany, coupled with geo- 
graphical proximity, furnished a solid basis 
for close commercial relations, but the in- 
dustrial aspirations of Russia, resulting in 
decided protectionism, and the gtrong and 
aggressive influence of the German Agra- 
rians introduced an element of economic con- 
flict that at one time attained the propor- 
tions of a tariff war. 

The author of the report, wouis Domeratz- 
ky, tariff expert of the bureau; gives it as 
his opinion that, aside from political contin- 
gencies, which were not without influence 
on the tariff relations of the two countries, 
Russia has been at a disadvantage in ne- 
gotiating commercial treaties with Germany, 
This was due primarily to the fact that Ger- 
many was the chief market for Russia's ag- 
ricultural and forest products and to Rus- 
sia’s need, as a debtor nation, of a favor- 
able balance of trade. The author considers 
it extremely hazardous to make any fore- 
casts as to the future tariff relations hbe- 
tween the two countries, but discusses at 
some length the situation as it existed a 
few months before the war started.

The opening was irregular at a de-

In view of provisions of section 203 of 
the war finance corporation act, aeons 
issues committee have reduced the nts 
of issues to be considered. 

“Mr. M. B. Wellborn, chairman of the 
subcommittee on capital issues for the 
sixth federal reserye district, is In receipt 
today of a telegram from the chairman 
of the capital issues committee at Wash- 
ington, advising that a resolution had heen 
passed reducing the minimum of security 
issues of industrial and utility corporav 
tions. that will consider from $500,000 and 
over to $100,000 and over. 

“No change has been made in: the 
amfounts of county, city, state or other ex- 
penditures. 

“This does not mean that the capital 
issues committee have changed their plan 
to discourage or secure postponements of 
expenditures of smaller amounts. The 
general aim of the committee is to dis- 
courage all expenditures not considered 
necessary to winning the war or to public 
health -and welfare at this time.”
